Special Session of
Legislature Is
Urged.

Radieal changes in the municipal act
and the passing of a direct primary
law are demanded by the men baek
of a new movement to promote har-

mony in the ranks of the Republican
party in preparation for the fight lhlui
coming fall. The promoters declure
that the only wuy to secure the desired
harmony ‘among the Republicans, who
are more or less split by the fight at
the last convention, ik to unite upon
& program which will have for its ob-
Joct the sdvancoment of municipal gov-
ernment: along modern and progressive
linea,

It is nlso planned to secure n speeial
sesuion of the leginlature as speedily
us possible so that the proposed changes
in the municipal law ean be made and
a primary lnw enmcted, both to be-
<come effective in Lime for upe nt the
fall elections, It is ulmost ecertnin that
the matter will be taken up with the
Governor as soon us he comes lack
from the muinland, and be will be asked
to call a sessiop of the lawmakers and
designate in his message just what
lagislation is needed.

One of the features of the eampaign
as planned at present will be the
momination of a tieket, which, to quote
A, I. C Atkiuson, *“will be made up
«of tha very best material procurably in
the Territory and whinh will compel
the support of the people by its sheer

Many of the suggestions advansed
by the advocates of this latest move.
Ibqnt loeul polities, sre modeled

tl:.o lines of the report on muni-
dﬂF affairs, filed some weeks ago by
H. Gooding Ficld, expert on munieipal
varnment. Chief among those last
a samertion thnt—the fondamental
city Inw is in nood of n complete re-
writing, not a patehing or a revamp-
ing, but radionl and fundamental aiters-
tions, which will chunge the entire
structure, bring it up to date, and ena-
hle the better elements in the commun-
ity to secure resulta

The slogan of the new movement will
be ‘““back to the peéople.’’ Aecording
ta A. L. C. Atkingon and others eon-
nected with the movement, the plans
have already heen discussed by the
l1eadera of all the factions and in gen-
ernl commended. Said Mr. Atkinson
yesterday:

We are all
willing to get togother in the interests
of the party, ns a whole rather than
of any particular part or faction.

Thurston, general mansger of
the railroad company, who ar-
rived from the Big Island yes-
terday

the railroad company would bulld
to the crater’s edge, nunder those
conditions.’' said Mr, Thurston.

‘*The schems, as it has been
outlined to me, looks like the
biggest propositon in the way of
& tourist propagands that I have
heard of, in all my yeuars in the
Islands,

‘‘The building c¢f a world's
pleasure and health resort on the
edge of the big crater, would
revolutionize Hawail, from a
tourist standpoint. The special
steamers from the mainland
wonld bring thousands of tour-
ists, and the result would be that
Hilo would be bullt up into a
gay tourist resort,

*‘“The new Hilo whar{ will ac.
commodate the large steamships
that will bring tourists, and the
extengion of the railrond to the
new Volcano Hotel would make
ths trip an eany one.'’
